them connects Wllhelm directly with 
the explcsion, all the reports showing 
that no evidence In this direction has 
been brought to light.

Loma Alton, in Minnesota, he calked 
the door and window of his bedroom 
sang his song, and passed away by 
inhaling the deadly fumes at 1214 
Eighth street last night 
Dr Wilder, 


who lives at 481 Fourteenth street, 
nearby, was called in, but young Alton 
was past medical aid. 
"We never dreamed 
that 
Floyd 


would do such a thing," said Potts 
this morning. 


"My nephew seemed to be unusu- 


ally gay and bright last night. 
After 
supper, he went Into his room, and 
later came out and i asked for an en- 
velope in which to maU a letter. 
Comic Opera at Fjjrst. 


"Then he went back into his room 
again, and we heard him singing and 
playing on his mandolin. 
At first, he 
sang light tunes and frivolous comic 
opera catches, but gradually his voice 
dropped into minor key and he sang 
in a very melancholy tone. 
"Gradually 
his 
voice grew lower 


and lower, and finally stopped alto- 
gether. We all thought he had drop- 
p-ed off to sleep 


"This morning at 8 o'clock, I was 
preparing to go to my work, and I 
approached 
his 
door, beside which 
hung a wh.sk-broom, in order to brush 
my clothes 


I noticed a strong odor of gas es- 


caping 
through 
the door Jam, and 
called out to Floyd 


"Receiving no answer, I 
tried 
to 


open the door, but found It locked. 
Then I noticed that he had calked 
up the key-hole and the crack under 
the door with paper. 


"I broke open the door, and found 
him lying dead in bed." 
Alton worked as clerk for the South- 


ern Pacific on Long Wharf up to three 
months ago, when he suffered an attack 
of pneumonia. 
After coming out of the 
hospital on big recovery, Alton found thai 
his position had been filled during his Ill- 
ness. 
He has been searching In vain for 


work during the last three months. 


The remains wera:. removed to the 
morgue.

Alton Is survived by a sister, Miss L 


na Alton, living in Minnesota, two broth- 
ers, James, living In Bmporia, Va, and 
Roy Alton, a clgarmaker, formerly of 
Oakland and now In Kansas City, Mo. 


Alton also leaves two aunts, Mrs. Wll- 


Jlam Potts, 12U Eighth avenue, Oakland, 
and Mrs James Stanley, of Sauaallto. 


The boy's father, who was a wealthy 


contractor, died In Boulder, Colo., six 
years ago", and the family then removed 
to Oakland, -where the mother died three 
years ago. 


The brothers and sister drifted apart 


when the fortune which had been left by 
the father had been spent. 


Young Alton had been despondent ever 
since the death of his mother, and It is 
believed that his recent illness and mis- 
fortune affected his mind.

RUNNING AN OPEN SHOP 


Employer Explains Attitude of the Union 


Oakland, May 29, 1908 
To the Editor o£ THE TRIBUTE. 


So many Interesting: parties are ash- 
ing if it Is our intention to run our 
plant open-shop, that I feel it js due 
our many friends and the public in 
general that we make a statement at 
this time, advising them of our posi- 
tion. 


Answering .this question put to us 


so often I will say that we are now 
running our plant on the good 
old 


American plan of 
"open-hop," 
and 


that we intend to continue funning it 
in this manner. 
Attitude Toward Unions. 


We desire that the public shall un- 


derstand our attitude towards 
these 


unions and their leaders. 
We recog- 


nize the right of labor to organize in 
its own defense and to ameliorate its 
condition, but we reserve to ourselves, 
unconditionally, the right of deciding 
as to whom we shall or whom we 
shall 
not 
employ. 
We know that 


there are many men in the unions af- 
filiated with the Buldng Trades Coun- 
cil who are good American citizens 
and we have reason to believe that 
this better element of union men are 
with us in our struggle for oppn-shop 
and to put to flight 
the 
Building 
Trades and District Councils 
' The tyrannical element, however, is 
in control of these bodies and has led 
them far beyond all the bounds of 
right, reason and Justice, until they 
have now made themselves the enemy 
of every Intelligent business man in 
this city. 
They dictate to the em- 


ployer as to the conduct of his busi- 
ness and if he refuses to comply w Ith 
their dictation, they call out his men 
until they submit to their unreason- 
able demands and for fear of having 
his business ruined many a business 
man submits to this dictation 
And 
again, the union claim is that the in- 
competent men shall receive the same 
wages 
as the competent workmen. 


Thev refuse to adopt any system of a 
grading scale of wages which results 
in a part of the men getting all of 
the work, through their being better 
workmen and having a "pull" with 
the Building Trades 
and 
District 
Councils. 
Charges "Hold-Up." 


The other, just as worthy, but less 


fortunate 
men, 
are 
walking the 


streets and their families are starving, 
because they are not allowed to work 
for less than the union scale.and have 
not this "pull" with 
the 
Building 


Trades Councils. The unions are the 
enemy of 
the 
property-owner 
for 
through this dictation the owners are 
compelled to pay from 15 to 20 per 
cent more than the work should cost 
How long Is the property-owner going 
to be "stood up" in this manner? Al- 
ready one prominent architect in this 
city has refused to have contractors 
who are running union men, figure on 
any work from his office on account 
of the excessive cost to the owner 
The unions are also the enemy of the 
voung men of our country by restrict- 
ing apprenticeship 
The unions 
are 


also the enemy of our countiy 
by 


teaching the rising generation to over- 
ride Its laws. 


Heretofore Ithave laid the blame of 
this 
unjust 
call-out to Crawford's 
personal spit* but In a conversation 
with Mr Bow^n I am told that this 
is not so, that the call-out was the 
action of the entire Building Trades 
and District Councils.

therefore 
need 
the support of all 
business men, as they

harassed and annoyed by the 


Building Trades Council and 
other 


unions and thoroughly 
realize 
the 
great benefit to be derived from the 
success of this issue as well as we do 
ourselves. 
Of course, there are some 


of our customers who will submit to 
all sorts of humiliation rather 
than 


fight for a right principle although 
they realize the justice of those prin-

For them I would ask

With Rigor Regulations for 


Movements of Vessels 


When Fleet Arrives. 


Fred S. Stratton, collector of the 
port of San Francisco, has issued the 
following orders In regard to the po- 
licing the bay during the fleet Jesti- 
val. 
The Orders Issued. 


For the Information of mariners 
and the public, I desire to state 
that Senate bill No. 6028. which 
became a law on Monday last, ana 
which has beon forwarded to me 
tor my infornatlon, gives complete 
. powers to the Secretary of Com- 
merce and Labor relative to the 
enforcement of the regulations and 
the penalties thereunder regarding 
all ahips other than naval vessels 
upon the arrival of the fleet in this 
harbor 
There i» exempted from this rule 
pram boats, reception 
committee 
boats and the like, as to which I 
have or may hereafter Usue special 
permits 
Th» regulations have, been drawn 
up and have been approved by the 
Department at Washington. All 
who- desire such regulations, which 
have severe penalties attached, 
may have the vu.me by calling at 
the Custom House and applying 
to Deputy Collector Farley on 
Saturday or Monday next. 


Must Not Exceed Capacity. 


Not only must the capacity of 
vessels not exceed the number of 
life preservers, 
but 
they 
musv 
otherwise comply with all of the 
requirements provided by the sec- 
retary and made the subject of in- 
vestigation by the inspectors of 
hulls and boilers 
In addition >-evere penalties are 
attached If any launch or vessel of 
any description other than naval 
and. permitted vessels enter the 
fairway wherein the fleet, while 
entering the harbor will traverse 
from Fort Point through to its an- 
chorage grounds opposite east of 
Market street and extending south 
pait Mission rock and toward 
Hunters' Point. 
It Is the duty of all concerned to 
acquaint themselves with the par- 
ticular territory covered by these 
regulations. 
The course will be 
patrolled by revenue cutters and 
other vessels In command of rev- 
enue cutter officers. 
Their com- 
mands are law and 
all vessels 


must obey the same. 
Ho Leniency to Be Shown. 


1 have been instructed to permit 
of no leniency in the violation of 
the rules and regulations thus laid 
down. It is the desire of the sev- 
eral departments at Washington 
that there be no loss of life, con- 
sequently overloading, refusal to 
obey commands ot the 
revenue 
cutter service, failure to keep out 
of the fairway designed for the 
passage of the naval vessels, will 
5e subject 
to heavy penalties 
against the vessels concerned and 
revocations of the licenses of the 
nagivating cfflcars, together with 
cenal and fiscal punishment. 
While it Is permissible on the 
part of the President to delegate 
the powers herein conferred to the 
Secretary of the Navy, still the 
matter of all penalties will come 
before the Collector of Customs 
and ultimately go to the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Labor at 
Washington.

The TRIBUNE'S 
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Growth of California Cities. 


There is nothing new in the statement that the growth of Cali- 


fornia cities has been exotic from-the time of the American occupa- 
tion. But it will bear repeating at the present time, for the reason 
that the development in this respect is intensified. The territory 
occupied by the three cities and their environs on this side of San. 
Francisco bay was, for example, fifty-eight years ago, pasturage of 
cattle, with a Spanish-speaking population of a few hundred persons 
located in two or three insignificant villages on the shores of the 
estuary. There are plenty of people still living, hale and vigorous, 
who recall that condition. The cattle herds have long.since dis- 
appeared; the pastoral period is merely a hazy tradition to most 
people who have familiarized themselves with, California's history, 
and the majority of the 350,000 to 410,000 inhabitants new resident 
west of San Leandro creek are totally ignorant of the conditions 
that existed here within the short period) of two generations ago. 
But the small villages of less than sixty years ago have grown to- 
gether and been amalgamated into a great city, full of industrial life 
and inspired with great ambitions which promise at an early day to 
be realized, for, at no time in their history, has the growth of this 
cluster of communities been as great as it is today. And their re- 
markable growth is progressing uninterruptedly, despite the de- 
pressing influences of the financial panic of last October, which is 
still in evidence all over the country. This extraordinary growth 
forecasts indisputably the inevitable consolidation of these several 
communities at an early day into one of the largest municipalities 
west of the Missouri river, vieing in wealth, industry and commerce 
with the metropolis of the Pacific Coast, located on the western 
shore of the bay. 


It is only a little over thirty years ago when the San Joaquin 


valley was nothing better than a range for long-horned Spanish 
cattle and flocks of merino sheep. It is now full of populous cities 
inspired with great ambitions, surrounded with vast areas of highly 
cultivated lands producing a great variety of semi-tropical fruits 
and other horticultural and agricultural crops, besides the major 
output of mineral oil, which has put California at the head of the list 
of petroleum producing States in the Union. 


The growth of cities in the southern part of the State has been 


quite as notable. Judicious and persistent advertising has given this 
development more notoriety abroad than the cities of the northern 
and central parts have received owing to their comparative con- 
servatism in the exploiting of their virtues. Los Angeles, for ex- 
ample, had a population thirty-five years ago of not over 7000, only 
about 2500 of which were Americans. Today it is claiming, on the 
strength of a recent school census taken, a population of at least 
315,000. Riverside, which then had less than a thousand inhabitants, 
has grown to a city of 12,000, which brags of postoffice receipts ex- 
ceeding $41,000 a year, and Redlands, which twenty-five years or so 
•go was nothing but a barren waste, has, according to the Citograph, 
• population of 10,000, is the center of a system of 250 miles of elec- 
tric and steam railroads and contributes nearly $34,000 a year to the 
postal department. 


Old timers in California have become so familiarized with" the 


growth of its cities and settlements and the changes it has produced 
that they have long since ceased to marvel at it; but to the tenderfoot 
newcomer the narration of this development cannot fail to impress 
him much after the manner of the reading of the stories of the 
Arabian Nights.

Each day new dispatches tell of additional 
boycotts that country is planning on Japanese goods, an4 if it con- 
tinues Japan will be grand loser in the end by fully $200,000,000, 
>-which means there will be some very red fire news from the Orient 
before long. China is tenching the world something of which hereto- 
fore it has only realized in sections of this country. The efficiency of 
boycott as a national matter is something to be learned and it would 
seem that China is not perhaps the strongest nation to open such a 
crusade. If the figures above mentioned, which were compiled by the 
Chicago Tribune, are correct, Japan will have something to really 
fuss about and there will likely be some genuine war talk from that 
section soon. 


The Chinese are truly awakening from the lethargic slumber 


generally accredited to them. 


Although Congress turned down hard the President's battleship 


program, he evidently still holds the whip-handle over the lower 
House in that body and will, in all probability, force it to pass some 
of his pet measures and shift the responsibility of the failure of their 
enactment in the Senate should it refuse to'endorse the action of 
the House. As several of these measures provide for an equitable 
adjustment of the relations between capital and labor, the Senate 
will doabtbss hesitate to defeat ttern if the House votes in their 
bvor.

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THE QUIET CORNER

"When my old friend, Rector Peregrinus, last visited me," 


remarked Doctor Angelicas, "he left behind him a bundle of 
examination papers which he said he would send for on his 
return from the southern resorts, where he was conducting a 
foundation campaign from the yacht of Soakhum, the rich 
laundry-powder man. 
A year has transpired since Peregrinus 


left the papers with me, and my valet, Asmodeus, making a 
final effort to comply with my orders to clean up the guest 
room, brought me the packet this morning. 


"Curious revelations occur in these answers, which show the 


confused state of mind left in our pupils of today by the casual 
reading of text-books, literary digests and the remarks of 
maverick instructors, who know a little of everything and noth- 
ing about anything. Take, for instance, this answer of Hiram 
Squiggs of Opium Centre, Idaho, to the question of 'Who was 
Annabel Lee?' 


" 'Annabel Lee was the eldest daughter of General Robert 


E. Lee of the old Lee family, whose estate is now the national 
cemetery in Washington. 
Afflicted from an early age with the 


phthisical complaints which were so popular a part in all the 
love affairs of Edgar Allen Poe, she early became an object of 
his affections and was included in his first book of poems in 
a love lyric. She did not live long enough to marry the poet 
who made her famous. The Lees were always a distinguished 
family, and, like Poe, studied in the University of Virginia 
founded by Thomas Jefferson after he had written the Declara- 
tion of Independence.' 


"There is another bit of literature in the answer of Amanda 


Briarcliffe, of Spokane, Oklahoma, replying to the question, 
'What have you to say about the Wreck of the Hesperus ?' 


" 'The Hesperus was a Diesel-engine boat that lost its power 


in the mountainous waves that prevail off the rocky cliffs of 
that part of the United States known as New England. 
The 


captain, seeing that his ship was about to sink, bound up his 
daughter to one of the masts and threw her overboard. She 
landed near a well-known water resort near New Bedford, but 
as the season was wintry there was nobody on the beach to 
rescue her. 
The poet Longfellow, wanting to write one of 


his immortal works, found a newspaper clipping of this in his 
trunk; he composed his lines for a local magazine, which pub- 
lished and paid for the poem; it is recited in many of the Red 
Schoolhouses of the West as well as in the North Atlantic 
states of America.' 


" 'Who was George Washington?' furnishes another ex- 


ample of the progress that has been made in our pedagogic 
methods. 
Angelino Puttazzi of Detroit gives us this picture: 


" 'George Washington was called the Father of His Country 


because he didn't have any children of his own. He was a fine 
old English gentleman who wore a white wig to conceal the 
brindle hair bestowed upon him by nature, and he used a gold- 
headed cane when he was not riding away in his successful 
retreats from the British and Hessian armies. 
Winning the 


war, he naturally became a presidential candidate and served 
his term with great distinction. He died at Mount Vernon, 
where he is buried covered with wreaths of all the distinguished 
generals and others who visit the capital of the United States, 
which he surveyed, and laid out, but did not live to see the dome 
of the Capitol completed."

than' the new Berkeley station, 


which is as fine a passenger station 
as you will see anywhere in the West. 
We must build for conditions twenty 
or thirty years ahead 
"Sixteenth street is a very 
busy 


place, with trains coming and going 
all the time 
But there is an added 


problem there because of the 
large 


number of suburban trains in con- 
junction with the maln-line___trafflc 
Station Between Lines. 


"It seems to me that the plan will 


be to have the suburban trains on 
the south side of the station and the 
main-line tracks on the side nearer 
the bay. The suburban tracks shoulc 
be brought up at a gradual slope from 
both directions till they will be high 
enough above the normal ground leve" 
at that point to permjt at least eight 
feet of clear height under the struc- 
ture for the free passage back and 
forth of passengers going to and com- 
ing from the main-line trains.

slope will tend to slow the train down 
as it approaches the station, which is

"La Grande Therese," and was re- 
minded cf her by a clubman who 
knows his Paris as well as he knows 
San Frantisco, and who on account bt 
his knowledge Is inclined to suspect 
that there is more In the story of the 
young nobleman's death than has been 
told In tho despatches. 


"La Grande Therese" was the Due 


de Chaulnes' mistress. Her true name' 
' was Jeanne Dorian. 
Five years ago 


she was one of the most famous of the 


» Parisian cleml-mondalnes. One morn- 
\ Ing in the month of January, 1903, she 


was found dead in her bed at the Ho- 
tel Palais d' Orsay. According to the 
death certificate it was a case of "acci- 
dental poisoning by morphine-cocaine, 
but the fact Is that Is that sheOiad put 
an end ti> her life knowing that the 
Duke was engaged to marry Miss Geb- 
hard of >.ew York. 


i 
That tiagedy caused the breaking 


of that engagement. Jeanne Dorian, u 
beautiful woman, some three years be- 
fore meeting de Chaulnes was known 
only In the Montmartre, where she was 
discovered by Germalne Grlvonne, who 
was well launched In the upper crust 
of the Paris demi-monde. A romantic- 
attachment sprang up between the two 
women and Germalne lodged, clothed 
and introduced her protegee. Jeanne- 
captivated the young Duo de Chaumej 
who had no money except the little ha 
was able to raise on his prospective 
marriage with Miss Gebhard, but his 
poverty made no difference to Jeanne 
Dorian. After (he Parisian custom sho 
had a protector in the person of Pa- 
quin. the celebrated man dressmaker, 
but her sentimental passion was for 
the Duke. The night before her death 
while in the Waldorf bar, a famous 
meeting place for the gilded youth of 
Paris, Jennne Dorian borrowed a hy 
podermlc syringe from"~a friend. When 
Chaulnes awoke the next morning an 
Icy arm was clasped so tightly around 
his neck he could not remove it. He 
shrieked -vlth horror, alarming the ho- 
tel, and the servants broke into tha 
loom. They found the Duke in the 
cold grip of the dead woman, whose 
arm had to be dislocated before he 
could be released.—Town Talk.

(The Scriptural law~"of retribution a* 
,u»ht out in the Bible refers to the 


tj a man pays tor personal !and rei- 
\ 


untary transgression, and to the punish 
ment which sin, not God, entails upon its 
victim. 
Nbr will enlightened thought ac 


cept the doctrine that the sin of a mor- 
tal—especially under strong temptation 
and with all the bias of a sinful nature— 
Is Infinite; the Infinite belongs to God 
alone. 
An Infinite penalty for a Unite 


sin conflict* with reason, and is nowhere 
asserted in the Bible, which Is tranecend- 
ently more merciful and comforting than 
man? theological systems ot belief, how- 
evor powerfully sustained by dialectical 
reasoning and by most excellent men. 
Upon this question of sin and Its punish- 
ment Christian Science is In full accord 
with the Bible, which.says. "Be not de- 
ceived; God Is not mocked, for whatso- 
ever a man soweth, that shall he also 
reap."

let your life bestow honor upon Go<i as 
jour Maker, your Father, by manifesting 
good deeds and a holy purpose.

tempts which have been made to discount 
and descredlt Jesus' works by Implying 
or asserting that he was a magnetic doc- 
tor ana that he healed disease through 
suggestion 


Christian Phychology Is only 
a de- 


ceptive term meaning mental suggestion 
or hypnotism and is utteily devoid of 
spirituality 
Hypnotism, as we all know. 


Is un-Chrlstlan in its application and 
devilish In its results 
Jesus denounced 


and repudiated such healing methods or 
attempts as being equivalent to casting 
out devils by the prince of devils 
He 


insisted that he did hie work as he was 
taught by his Father, God 
God then 


was his physician and the application of 
the supreme law of divine Mind, or Truth, 
which he understood and knew was the 
only power and presence overcame the 
erroneous belief to the contrary, healed 
the patient of his fear and released Him 
from his bondage to evil 
Let us hear 


the conclusion, and it is that there is but
